The area 2448 sq. ft. divides nicely into 
16 bavs with an outlet in the center ol 
each bay which spaces the lighting units 
about 12 ft. apart. 

Referring to the chart Fable 2 we note 
that for stores the recommendeel ratio ol 
mounting height to spacing is the same 
as for the dome type reflector and that 
fixtures spaced 12 ft. apart should be 
mounted 10>£ ft. above the floor or 8 
It. about the working plane. 

From Table 3 we find that an Enclosing 
Unit in a room 50 x 50 ft. square delivers 
43% of the light output to the working 
plane when mounted 8 ft. above.

It is porcelain enameled a reflecting white inside and black outside to con- 
nn with the usual black finish on conduit, boxes and other electrical fittings. 
The socket is one piee porcelain mounted on brass rods like the slidin 
socket described on the oppovite page ext >t that it is non-adjustable Sock< 
m be removed from mountings for wiring simply by loosening two screws 
that arc acee^,ble 1mm inside the reflector. Mogul sockets are furnished for 
300 watt larnpv or larger. 

The weatherpi top fitting is cast brass tapped for ]/ 2 inch conduit

Shallow Bowl Reflectors 

For Industrial Lighting 

The Quadrangle shallow bowl reflector is designed for general illumination 
where outlets are spaced at such a distance as to require a slightly wider 
distribution of light than obtained with the RLM dome. With this design 
the edge of the reflector intercepts the direct light at 12 degrees below the hori- 
zontal instead of at 17 }4 degrees as with the dome reflector. 

Recommended rati* rf mounting height to spacing distance is shown on 
page 4, table 2. 

A careful check is maintained on workmanship and the quality of enamel.

This reflector was designed especially for the illumina- 
tion of gasoline filling stations but is also admirably 
suited to tunnel and subway work or any location where 
headroom is limited. The lower edge of the reflector is 
turned outw ard forming a flange one inch wide to conceal 
the irregular edge of the opening into which the reflector 
is set. 

For the Xo. 2000 a 12>£-inch opening should be pro- 
vided. the receptacle mounted on an outlet box centered 
over the opening, the receptacle cover to be 5% to 6 
inch, from the surface of the ceiling. Xo. 4000 requires 
a 14 '2-inch opening, the receptacle to be mounted at a 
distance of from 6 to 7> 4 inches above the ceiling. 

The receptacle cover is drilled and tapped for two long 
adjusting screws the heads of which project through two 
keyholes in the top of the reflector.

F he quality of the material used in these units is exception- 
al 1\ good. The holder is 5 3 4 inches deep and is a full 22 gauge 
after forming. Substantial chain, heavy brass loop, patent 
stem, 6^-inch diameter canopy, mogul or medium socket and 
nitrogen wire, with the holder, make up a standardized pen- 
dant that may be specified with complete confidence. 

Medium socket, described on page 14, provides for correct 
filament position of two sizes of lamp in each fixture. 

Standard finish is an electro-plated statuary bronze that is 
better looking and more permanent than ordinary sprayed 
finishes. 

Brush brass finish if specified. 

Glassware is a light density opal and produces a well dif- 
fused light with little loss by absorption. Frequent photo- 
metric tests show a light output of from 85 to 90 per cent. The 
surfaces of the bowl are smooth with no crevices where dirt 
may lodge. The simple lines and pleasing proportions present
